Ii* 2-4 hours. .Millions of years ago the 
dry was 22 hours; millions of years be­ 
fore it was 21 hours. As we look back­ 
ward Into time we find tin* earth re­ 
volving faster aud faster. There* was 
a time, ages ago, long before geology 
begins, Win n the earth was rotating in 
r day of (Ive or six hours la length, la 
the remotest past the earth revolved in 
a day of about five hours. It could re­ 
volve no faster than this and remain a 
bingle unbroken mass. 
It was at this time that the tuoou 
was born separated, broken off from 
the parent mass of the earth. The 
earth was then a molten, flattened 
sphere of lava. Its whole body was 
fluid. The rides, which now are small, 
superficial and, so to say, local, were 
then universal and Immense. They oc­ 
curred at short Intervals. The whole 
surface of our globe was affected. 
Aud the corresponding lunar tides lo 
the fluid, molten moon were indefinite­ 
ly greater huh. 
Our day is now 24 hours; the distance 
of the moon Is now 24O.O00 miles. 
XX lien our day was about five hours 


j long, the moon was In contact with the 
t ai ill s surface. It bad just broken 
away from Its parent mass. As the 
I* ngth of the terrestrial day Increased, 
sc did flu* distance of the moon. The 
two quantities are connected by In- 
o o ra h le equations, lf one varies, mr 
must the other. Whenever the rotation 
time of a planet is shorter than tin* 
i i cried of revolution of its satellite, the* 
, effect of their mutual action Is to ac- 
| (derate tho motion of the satellite aud 
to force It to move iii a larger orbit — 
to increase Its distance, therefore. 
The day of the earth Is now shorter 
than the mouth tin* period of revolu­ 
tion of the moon. The moon Is there­ 
fore slowly receding from us, ami It has 
been receding for thousands of cen­ 
turies. But the day of the earth is, as 
we have seen, slowly growing longer. 
The finger of the tides is always press­ 
ing upon the rim of our huge flywheel 
aud slowly hut surely lessen ug the 
speed of Its rotation. Ko long as the 
terrestrial dMy 
is shorter titan the- 
lunar mouth, tin* moon will continue to 
recede from us.

Th*' earth revolves on its axis once 
lr - I hours. 
Millions of years ago the 
day was 22 hours; millions of years be­ 
fore it was 21 hours. As we look back­ 
ward Into time we find the earth re­ 
volving faster aud faster. There was 
a time, ag*’s ago, long before geology 
begins, whi'ii the earth was rotating in 
t day of five or six hours lu length. In 
the remotest past flit* earth revolved in 
a tiny of about ti vt* hours. It could re­ 
volve no faster than this and remain a 
bingle u 1. h lek en mass. 
It was at this time that the moon 
was born--separated, broken off from 
the parent mass of the earth. Th# 
earth was then a molten, flattened 
sphere of lava. 
Its W’hole body wa* 
fluid. The ftdcs, which now are small, 
superficial and. so to sny, local, w ere 
thou universal and immense. They oc­ 
curred at short Intervals. The whole 
surface of our globe was affected, 
Aud the corresiHindlng lunar tides Id 
the fluid, molten moon were indefinite­ 
ly greater still. 
Our day Is now 24 hours; the distance 
of the moon Is now 240.000 miles. 
AA hen our day w as about five hour# 
long, the moon was In contact with the 
eau b’s surface, 
it had Just broken 
J awny from its parent mass. As th e 
called length of the terrestrial day increased, 
J sc <li(| the distance of the moon. T h e 
two quantities are connected by in- 
o o rn b le equations. 
If one varies, so* 
must the other. W henever the rotation 
fin e of a planet is shorter than the 
period of revolution of its satellite, th e 
effect of their mutual notion is to ae- 
<cirrate the motion of the satellite au d 
to force It to move in a larger orbit— 
to Increase its distance, therefore. 
The day of the earth is now’ shorter 
than the m onth—the period of revolu­ 
tion—of Hip moon. The moon Is there­ 
fore slowly receding from us, and it lifts 
been receding for thousands of cen­ 
turies. But the day of the earth is, as 
we have seen, slowly growing longer. 
’The finger of the tides is always press­ 
ing upon the rim of our huge flywheel 
and slowly but surely lessening the­ 
spian! of its rotation. So long as the 
terrestrial 
day 
is shorter than th e 
lunar month, the moon w ill continue lo 
recede from us.- Professor K. S. Hol­ 
den in H arper’s Magazine.

to their knowledge of the case. 
The 
effort of the detectives was to (iia v 
lrom the prisoner some admission as 
to his accomplices, but ne persistently I 
stuck to his denial th at he was as­ 
sisted in any way in tfte commission 
of the crime. Every possible device 
was resorted to iii the eft ort to ob-, 
tain the inform ation, but the prisoner 
m aintained his position 
and 
could 
not he shaken. In answ er to questions 
he agaiu went over the events oi 
Friday 
and 
told 
substantially 
the I 
sam e story as in the original confes­ 
sion made 
to Superintendent Bull 
and District Attorney Penney. • Czol­ 
gosz carefully weighed his ‘answers 
c-ud when conclusions th at he did nor 
approve were taken from his state­ 
m ents insisted upon making explana 
lions of his exact meaning. The po 
lice have about concluded that more 
effective work on the 
plot 
theory 
can be done on the outside, although 
Czolgosz probably will have another 
experience with the third degree of 
police craft today. 
The general in 
vcstigation of the case progresses 
s.owly because the men on it must 
cover a large am ount of preliminarv 
ground before they do eftctive work. 
According to the local authorities, tilt 
police of the country know’ very lit 
tie about the anrchiSts. 
They sav 
(hat the secret service do not show 
any special fam iliarity with them and 
I hat there does not seem to be 
i 
single city police departm ent in the 
country that has more then a general 
Knowledge cf t% m .
